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In teanoB of baalo Uo S« aeourify IntereBtSg and in viev of the 
eacra ot Sranoh and Britiah positions^ we oasi not c^tinue to ignore the 
Arab world ae we hove appeared to. We must lispiroive our poeitlan in 
drab aQrea« Ve nuat develop ftdendJy relatione on a personal bade and 
not rely on acmesr and le^ eontraote* dlse^ eur p^le in the field 
aaist avoid the appearance of running around tmcoordimted with xw visible 
prcduot resulting fipom their aetlvitiee* But he eaM that he is not too 
oritloalo It is difficult to get large porograns uuier wayf and he felt 
that XCSd is doing an excellent job in Ir^ and genorally in^s a good 
approeudx to the area» aXthoo^ scoBe oh^tgea are required.

In response to a question, Bj/roade explained that it is not 
Ukc^ that our asslstanee to Egypt vnsuld take a coEiAirable form to cur 
pr^r a m in Qreeeet idiere we started under i)eeuliar oondltions of civil 
war. In Hjgypt^ our prograos will more likely take the fom of sdlitazy 
eqcuipaenty seeuriiy agreements^ eto. He agreed with the suggestim that 
it might te useful to make more visible demonstrations of H, S, strengtih 
in view of the fe^ings. of insecurity in the area tdiieh aeocBpsry the 
docltns of British paaeae there, Bab» on the other hand^ the peoples of 
the area are not too atcdLous to have foreign power actually planted on 
their soUo 


Kr, IB^roade said that on the preceding day he had seen for the first 
time the outline of the PSB plan for the area. He felt that it was a good 
substantive approa^ to study the peoples and attitixdes of the area before 
making xreoouBsendatlons, He felt t^t efforts of this kind must be ecm^
